We went from Savannah to St. Au- 
gustine where we attended services at 
Grace M. E. church, a name so famil- 
iar that we selected it trout all the 
churches of the city. 
The city is a wonderful old place 


with Old Fort Marion, the Spanish 
residences and narrow streets. We 
spent some tune in tbe old part of tbe 
city and found It interesting to say 
tbe least. We crossed tbe river iy 
Auastasia island where tbe tall light- 
house rises to tbe height of 166 feet, a 
great barber pole like structure built 
of brick and painted in alternate 
stripes of black and white. 


We left St. Augustine on Monday 
and went down tbe Florida coast 
through clouds of nne. white sand 
an"! loose coal cinders to Rockiedge. 
Here they have oranges. The trees 
are banging tull of them and grape- 
fruit can be seen everywhere. Limbs 
bend under tbe weight of their bur- 
den,and tbe grower props them as we 
of the north are prone to do when 
apples ttll the trees with a great crop. 
Here we left Mayor and Mrs. Burt, of 
West Lafayette." 
Our way to tbe south led through 
acres and'acres of pineapples and ter- 
minated at Palm Beach, one of the 
most beautiful spots on the Florida 
•juast. Flowers bloom in great profu- 
sion, and the scene is one of wondrous 
beauty. We remained over night and 
reached Miami at noon the next day 
Securing passage on the steamship 
Miami we spent the remainder of the 
Cay at the Hotel Briscayne and board- 
ed tbe vessel in the evening. 
The water is shallow here, but after 


a great deal of tugging we cleared the 
dock and swung cut to sea soon after 
midnignt. We were up and on deck 
early the next morning to discover we 
were skirting tbe coast with land io 
plain view. At 10 o'clock tbe course 
of the steamer was changed, and soon 
the sky came down to meet the water 
at everv point. 
Land appeared at three intbeafter- 


noou. ana they tola us it was Cuba, 
but we were still 4V miies from Hav- 
ana where we were due at five. 
Much to our disappointment it 
was dark when we sighted the light 
on Morro castle and we entered tbe 
harbor uuder slow signals to the en 
gineer. The searchlight was uced 
and anchor was dropped close to tbe 
wreck of the poor old Maine- 
The 
captain from his place on the bridge 
ordered the light turned on the wreck, 
ana .every one of tbe 70 passengers 
gathered for-..ard where wecouidget 
a go«d view of ail tbat was left of the 
brave battleship. I looked around 
me a.nd I venture to say that not one 
of that party but felt sad when they 
looked upon the rusted ruins of our 
ir vessel. 
As we entered tbe lighter that was 
to take us ashore we discovered- a smil- 
ing countenance we had seen before, 
almost the first since leaving Coshoc- 
lon, and it was welcoiae for I fe-t 
verv jnuch like a cat in a strange gar- 
ret." Tbe interview with the customs 
official \vas brief, and after a good 
xjuare meal up town we were ferried 
across ibe biy.
